Emanuel said he's willing to 
discuss alternatives to his 
proposed budget after a majority 
of the City Council sent him a 
letter expressing concerns about 
cuts to social services and public 
safety The letter, signed by 28 of 
50 aldermen, said cuts to libraries, 
public health centers, graffiti 
removal teams and the 911 center 
must be averted. 

Head tax repealed 

Aldermen voted to eliminate the 
much-maligned "tax on jobs” by 
mid-2014. helping Emanuel keep a 
campaign promise. Under the so- 
called head tax. companies with 
50 or more employees earning at 
least $4,300 every three months 
pay a $4-a-month tax for each 
employee. On July 1. the tax will 
be cut to $2-per-employee each 
month. It will be wiped out two 
years later

About 2,500 of 
the 15,000 or so busi- 
nesses in Chicago that 
sell food would sec in- 
spectors less frequently 
and send reports to the 
city Health Department. Stores that sell 
only pre-packaged food would fall into the 
low-risk category under a new three-tier 
inspection system. 

Medium-risk establishments — largely 
fast food joints where workers prepare 
food but few ingredients are stored for 
very long— would get more frequent visits 
from the city 

Tailing into the highest-risk category 
would be restaurants that store ingredients 
for longer periods. TTiink hotels, health 
officials said. Restaurants that have had 
repeated problems also would find inspec- 
tors darkening their doorways more often. 

As described by Emanuel, the program 
neatly fits two of his administration’s mo- 
tifs: It frees compliant business owners 
from bureaucratic entanglements with 
government; and it allows the city to bet- 
ter use its limited resources, in this case the 
32 food inspectors tasked with checking on 
about 15,000 establishments that sell food. 

“If you look at a history and you have a 
good performance, I want to focus our re- 
sources, which are few, on the restaurants 
that have chronic problems as it relates to 
health and safety” Emanuel said after in- 
troducing his plan to the City Council.

The decline of the lunch break is, it 
seems, self-imposed. Perhaps it^s the current 
economic climate that’s hanging over the 
heads of the corporate workforce. A heavier 
workload taken on by thinly spread, post-lay- 
off offices combined vdth a desire to impress 
bosses (because the sharp blade of the layoff 
ax never seems to be too far away) is coaxing 
employees to remain in their cubicles for the 
duration of their 4o(-plus)-hour work weeks.

About 300 Occupy Chicago demonstrators 
and students who have walked out of area 
colleges began marching on City Hall shortly

The Chicago protesters began their march 
at LaSalle and Jackson, with police blocking 
traffic as they marched through the Tx)op. 

The Occ'upy Oakland group called for a 
student w^alk-out and a citywide general strike 
Wednesday as part of a daylong demonstra- 
tion in the cit/s downtowm. In response, 
Occupy Wall Street asked other Occupy 
movements nationwide to organize demon- 
strations in support. 

Tensions have flared among Oakland pro- 
testers since police raided the group^s en- 
campment Oct, 25, arresting more than 100 
people and using tear gas against the crowds. 
Oakland police said the officers used the tear 
gas because some protesters had pelted offi- 
cers with bottles, rocks and paint. 

Scott Olsen, a twi>-tour veteran of the Iraq 
War, suffered a skull fracture when a projec- 
tile fired by police officers reportedly struck 
him in the head.

South Shore has seen two homicides in the 
past week, a Red Eye analysis of preliminary po- 
lice data found. 

On Tuesday, an 18-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 2400 block of East 75th Street, 
police said. Four days earlier, a 50-year-old man 
was fatally shot in the 7800 block of South 
Yates Boulevard, officials said. 

South Shore has seen 16 homicides so far 
this year. The South Side community area re- 
corded 15 homicides last year, according to 
Red Eye data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged in 
the last week in Austin, Chicago Lawn, Brighton 
Park, Englewood, Gage Park, New City and 
North Lawndale, RedEye determined. 

Meanwhile, a man in his 40s was beaten

Mugger returns property 
to man he beat, robbed

Sidney Tyson feared for his life when one of 
the young muggers who beat and robbed him 
at a South Shore bus stop came back minutes 
later. 

But instead of another beating— or worse — 
the 63 -year-old Tyson was inexplicably handed 
back his smart phone and $5 bus pass. 

“I thought they were coming back to jump 
on me again,” Tyson said Wednesday morn- 
ing, hours after the attack that happened at 
about 8:20 p.m. Tuesday near South Shore 
Drive and 75th Street. 

“I thought maybe they came back with 
some weapons and they were going to shoot 
me this time,” said Tyson, who used his cane 


to fend off the robbers. 

Police arrested three suspects a short time 
later after the same group apparently robbed 
a man of his wallet about a block away 

Tyson said he was attacked from behind by 
five or six young men who punched him and 
knocked him to the ground as they grabbed 
his phone. 

Tyson, a former investigator for the state’s 
Department of Financial and Professional 
Regulation, was able to land one good hit on 
his attackers with a cane he has used since suf- 
fering a series of strokes. 

But the blow came with a price: The mug- 
ger sprang up and kicked him in the face. He 
says he is on the mend.

Mike Quadc is out as Cubs man- 
ager with one year remaining on 
his two-year deal, and Ryne Sand- 
berg won't be considered as his 
replacement. 

Cubs president of baseball op- 
erations 'Theo Epstein flew to Sandberg 
Florida on Wednesday to person- 
ally give Quade the news. 

Quade had no regrets, harbored no ill wall toward the 
new regime and appreciated Epstein flying to Tampa to 
give him the news in person. 

“It’s a huge disappointment, obviously,” Quade said. 
“There’s not a lot of sense in dwelling on that. I was treat- 
ed extremely well by Theo and [general manager Jed Hoy- 
er]. They’re two straight-up guys, and as disappointed as I 
am, I enjoyed our conversation.” 

The shocking news was that Sandberg would not be 
considered. In a statement, Epstein said the next Cubs 
manager “must have managerial or coaching experience at 
the major league level.” 


That would leave Sandberg out of the picture. The 
highest level he’s managed at is Triplc-A, and he’s never 
been a major league coach. 

'Iwo sources told the 'Tribune’s David I laugh that Ep- 
stein spoke with Sandberg to inform him that he wasn’t 
in the team’s plans. 

Quade, who beat out Sandberg for the Cubs’ job last 
year, went 95-104 after taking over for Lou Piniella in Au- 
gust 2010. 'ITie Cubs were 71-91 in 2011. 

Epstein’s statement said his next manager must have 
“leadership and communication skills; he must place an 
emphasis on preparation and accountability; he must 
establish high standards and a winning culture; he must 
have integrity and an open mind.” 

Former Red Sox manager Terry Francona likely is on Ep- 
stein’s list if he wants to return to managing this quickly 

Jon Heyman of Sl.com tweeted that Texas pitching 
coach Mike Maddux and Milwaukee hitting coach Dale 
Sveum could be candidates for the Cubs’ opening. Fox- 
sports.com columnist Ken Rosenthal reported that the 
Cubs aren’t focused on Francona and are unlikely to hire 
a sitting manager.

“Don’t do it,” whispers “Like 
Crazy” star Felicity Jones. 
“Stay away!” urges co-star 
Anton Yelchin. 

That’s their advice for peo- 
ple thinking of getting into 
a long-distance relationship, 
and the actors are only sort 
of kidding. The romantic, sad 
“Like Crazy,” opening Friday, 
demonstrates that bridging 
a love between London and 
L. A. isn’t as easy as just knowing the other person 
cares about you. When British college student 
Anna (Jones) violates her visa to spend the summer 
with her American boyfriend Jacob (Ifelchin, pro- 
nounced yell-chin), she’s forbidden from returning 
to the States, and the lovebirds’ connection faces 
its biggest challenge— especially considering the 
presence of Jacob’s fetching co-worker Sam (Jen- 
nifer Lawrence). 

To build their chemistry for the largely improvised film, 
Yelchin, Jones and director/co-writer Drake Doremus re- 
hearsed 12 hours a day for five straight days. The connec- 
tion comes through wonderfully on screen. At the Four 
Seasons Hotel, Elchin, 22, and Jones, 27, talked about 
separating themselves from their improv-influenced char- 
acters, singer Fergie’s thoughts on missing someone and 
what it’s like to juggle two beautiful women. 




When thinking of songs about miss- 
ing someone, I can’t help but think 
of Fergie singing, “I’m going to miss 
you like a child misses his blanket.” 
How well did she capture the feeling 
of longing there? 

Felicity Jones: [Laughs.] 

Anton Yelchin: I don’t even know 
that Fergie song. 

FJ: I don’t know [it either], but I 
think it’s a good line. 

Felicity, how do you know when a 
blanket loves you back? 

FJ: Oh, I don’t know That’s hard. I 
don’t know Can a blanket love you 
back? I think it’s pretty unrequited 
affection that you have for a blanket. 
AY: Blankets are pretty selfless, 
though. 

FJ: They’re selfish! 

AY: They’re selfless! Have you ever 
seen a blanket at the beginning of a 
relationship with a baby and at the 


end? By the end it’s like a nothing. 

FJ: You ’re right. A blanket’s very giving. 

I asked readers for what they thought 
I should ask today, and @bekagan 
wanted to know about your own experi- 
ences and lessons from long-distance 
relationships. 

FJ: I think they’re really difficult. As 
actors we’re all sort of like gypsies really 
We’re all in different places at different 
times and it’s really hard to stay in a rela- 
tionship when you’re constantly moving. 
AY: One of the things specifically that 
happens with Anna and Jacob is they 
tend to idealize their honeymoon period 
and feel like because things change so 
dramatically the rest of their relation- 
ship they have to try to get back to that 
emotion. [Instead of} acknowledging the 
evolution and process of their relation- 
ship, they’re trying to relive a moment 
and therefore suffering because that 
moment just doesn’t exist anymore. It’s 


changed. It’s something else. And I think 
people tend to do that whether it’s a 
long-distance relationship or a regular 
relationship. I think that we tend to 
idealize that honeymoon period because 
it’s that most exciting period but things 
will end if you can’t continue to change 
and appreciate the changes as opposed to 
comparing them. 

Tell me about the challenge of using 
improv to create these characters while 
still making them different from your- 
selves. 

FJ:You start with the page, really It de- 
pends how someone’s responding to the 
situation and you create the character 
from then on. So with Anna she knows 
she’s obsessive about Jacob and she pur- 
sues the relationship from the very be- 
ginning. And that was sort of my starting 
point in a way this very forward woman. 
... I think the best way to describe it is 
finding clues in the script and then you

create the character from that. 

Anton, was that a challenge for you? As you 
build the rapport together, I can see how it 
wouid be easy to slip into feeling like Anton 
and Felicity are getting to know each other, 
not Jacob and Anna. 

AY: What you do in a rehearsal period is you 
work out who these people are and where 
their relationship is — specific moments. You 
do all the homework so you never leave the 
framework of who this human being is and, 
furthermore, the framework of the situation 
that they’re in. Because if you are ever unsure 
of where the person’s at, it’s going to become 
you speaking. Whereas you always want to 
keep it as that human being. And Jacob and I 
are very different. 

Anton, what would you say to someone who 
sees “Like Crazy” and says, “Oh, poor guy, 
having to juggle two beautiful women.”? 

FJ: {Laughs.} 

AY: I’m sure they’re right to some degree! I 


think it’s hard if you’ve never been through 
that to understand it. But most people do get 
it. We tend as a culture to believe there’s one 
right person for you at all times, but there 
isn’t. Everything is a kind of process and a 
process of understanding, and I think to that 
person I say “[Bleep] you.” 

FJ: {Laughs.} 

AY: No, I can understand that point, though. 
But to be honest— 

FJ: But different people bring different 
things out of you. 

AY: Exactly And in that place — 

FJ: And that’s the whole point of the film. It’s 
not trying to be too black and white. 

AY: It’s not. It’s gray And that’s the thing is 
he loves Sam but it’s not the same as with 
Anna. And so he can’t tell Sam he loves her 
because he knows there’s a different kind of 
love reserved for someone else. It’s an emo- 
tionally taxing situation.

The Barrelhouse Flat has landed In Line

Four years ago, my 21-year-old 
self wandered into the bar that 
once occupied 2624 N. Lincoln 
Ave. I ended up leaving my 
wallet, credit cards, passport, 
student ID and much of my 
dignity behind at the late-night bar, then known as Deja Vu. 

Luckily for my belongings, nothing about The Barrelhouse Flat, 
a throwback craft cocktail lounge helmed by former Violet Hour 
bartender Stephen Cole, even remotely resembles Deja Vu (or its later 
incarnation. The Rockbox). Bartenders are in the zone, shouting for 
more Buffalo Trace and giving cocktail shakers a workout. The drinks 
here are serious, and seriously good. But how does Barrelhouse Flat 
fit in on this strip of sports bars with its party-hard DePaul crowd? 

Not so well— at least, not yet. 

Walk in the front, and youll find a bustling seat-yourself main 
room with a 1920s vibe. When my friend and I arrived around 9:30 
p.m. Friday, every nook of space on the first-come, first- served first 
floor seemed taken. We hoped upstairs was a bit more relaxed. 

No such luck. The overflowing tables and plush seating 
surrounding the second bar upstairs were just as hectic. Wc 
were whisked through a swinging door into the billiard 
room, and our busy waitress couldn’t have looked more 
surprised when we decided to order several cocktails. 

The stars here, after all, are the drinks. The cocktail 
menu is seriously impressive; name a classic drink, and 
this team can make it. More than 50 are listed. (Ironically 
table after table was crowded with tell-tale pint glasses— a 
beer crowd in a cocktail ban) 

Divided neatly into stirred, shaken, bubbles and egg categories, 
all cocktails are priced at a reasonable S 10, which is reason enough to 
come back. Tlie Clover Club, an egg-white drink with gin, raspberry 
syrup, lemon and grapefruit bitters, was well-balanced and seriously 
refreshing. Even my partner-in-crime, aguy who prefers his cocktails in 
the form of straight whiskey, snuck more than one sip. Ilis favorite, nat- 
urally ended up being the Brooklyn— a mix of rye whiskey, vermouth, 
amaro and maraschino Liqueur (the '^Tiiskey Smash came in a close

second with its blend of bourbon, lemon, 
mint and bitters). I closed out with the Coffee 
Cocktail, a sort of flip that blended cognac, port, 
simple syrup and whole egg— decadently creamy. 

If the menu seems overwhelming, don’t hesitate to ask 
for a recommendation. Our server may have been busy 
but by the end she was giving tips for our next visit. 

But even with such delicious drinks, it’s hard to savor 
a cocktail that’s sipped between leans to avoid drunken 
pool shots and the distracting eye-rolls of 22-year-old 


dudes clearly brought here by their 21 -year-old ladies. 

Without a substantial food menu to draw in Lincoln 
Park-ers for dinner and a cocktail, the team at Barrel- 
house Flat is going to have to hold tight, keep chxxrning 
out excellent cocktails and hope the crowds shift accord- 
ingly 

You can bring undergrads to a cocktail bar, but that 
doesn’t mean they’ll try anything but cheap beer. And 
that’s a real tragedy
